Union  Board  to  Feature  ^La  Strada'  Sunday 


‘  La  Strada,”  a  movie  about  people,  wUl 
M  shown  as  a  special  feature  at'^?  p.  m, 
Sunday  in  the  Administration  Building 
The  movie  is  dominated  by  three  char¬ 
acters;  Zampano,  Gelsomina,  and  the  Fool. 

Zampano  is  a  man  of  the  road.  He  lives 
homeless,  rootless,  and  lonely  and  is  not 
secure  unless  he  has  complete  control.  He 
protests  that  he  doesn’t  need  anybody;  yet 
he  constantly  uses  people.  He  is  the  strong 
man  who  is  not  strong.  His  name  means 
heavy  boot.”  He  is  humorless,  empty, 
closed. 

The  film’s  name  “La  Strada”  literally 
means  “the  road.”  Zampano  is  “the  road.” 

Gelsomina  is'the  girl  of  tiie  sea.  She  lives 
hy  the  sea;  she  loves  the  sea;  she  dies  by 
uie  sea.  She  has  an  at-homeness  with  things 
religious  and  has  the  spirit  of  St,  Francis 
ahout  her.  She  is  open  and  responsive '  to 
reality,  just  as  Zampano  is  closed  to  it.-  Her 
name  means  “little  flower”  dr  “jasmine.” 
The  Pool  is  the  man  of  the  sky.  He  is  first 
in  the  movie  on  the  high  wire.  He  is  a 
man  of  humor,  of  music,  of  intelligence,  of 
vitality.  And  like  all  tne  fools  in  literary  and 
tti'amatic  U'adition,  he  is  no  fool. 


A  close  look  at  II  Matto’s  (the  Fool’s)  death 
starts  a  new  line  of  thought.  When  he  is  kill¬ 
ed  by  Zampano,  he  is  dragged  away  with  his 
arms  outstretched  cruciform.  His  body  is 
placed  in  a  stone  culvert.  This  clue  invites 
a  closer  look  at  how  he  died.  He  had  been 
struck  three  times.  His  watch  had  stopped. 
He  had  died  clutching  the  earth  in  front  of 
three  trees. 

The  ending  of  the  film  and  the  change  in 
Zampano  are  the  result  of  .  a  process  begun 
with  the  appearance  of  the  Fool  and  pre¬ 
cipitated  by  his  death.  Gelsomina’s  role 
in  the  humanization  of  Zampano  was  shaped 
through  her  encounter  with  the  Fool.  He  put 
some  meaning  into  what  she  was  doing.  He 
•  could  have  talked  her  into  coming  with  him, 
but  he  understood  Zampano’s  need  and 
Gelsomina’s  unique  role. 

The  message  of  the  Fool  is  reinforced 
by  the  nup  at  the  convent  who  stated  that 
Gelsomina’s  vocation  was  to  follow  Zampano 
just  as  she  herself  followed  Christ.

Recent  demonstrations 
by  students  at  other  col¬ 
lege  campuses  have  spark¬ 
ed  accusations  from  some 
state  legislators  that  unde¬ 
sirable  student  “leftists” 
whom  they  feel  are  behind 
these  riots  should  be  re¬ 
moved  from  the  campus 
communities. 

The  assumption  would 
seem  to  be  that  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  these  so-called  left¬ 
ists  is  in  some  way  unsafe 
for  the  American  college 
campus.  Could  this-be  a 
throw-back  to  McCar¬ 
thy  Era  of  witch  hunting 
that  smeared  the  United 
States  during  the  early 
1950’s,  or  could  it  be  an  in¬ 
dication  of  something  more 
terrible:  a  new  witch 
hunt? 

Possibly  it  bas  not 
occurred  to  the  legisla¬ 
tors  that  the  very  es¬ 
sence  of  the  democratic 
system  is  that  it  is  able 
to  allow  the  minority 
groups  to  express  their 
opinions  freely.  t 
It  seems  however,  that 
so-called  facists,  Marxists, 
and  other  minority  oppo¬ 
sition  groups  are  not  al¬ 
lowed  on  a  great  many 
American  campuses  on 
the  gi-ounds  that  they  ai‘e 
disruptive  influences  on 
young  minds.  I  recall  an¬ 
other  so-called  disruptive 
influence  on  youith.  The  one 
of  whom  I  am  thinking 
■  was  forced  to  drink  hem¬ 
lock' in  "Athens. 

If  the  United  States'  edu- 
cationarsystem  would  like 
to  admit  that  it  is  not 
democratic,  I  would  be  the 
first  to  agree.  However,  as 
long  as  American  edu¬ 
cators  claim  to  adhere  to 
the  doctrines  of  demo¬ 
cracy,  they  should  at  least 
practice  what  they  preach. 
.The  cry  is'  often 
raised  that  such  leftist 
groups  as  Marxists 
tend  to  pollute  the  at¬ 
mosphere  with  violence 
and  malcontent.  If 
.  groups  are  idlowed  to 
afr  their  grievances  in 
free  expression,  they 
seldom  resort  to  vio- 
,  Icnce. 

Boston  Tea  Parties  us- 
uaRy  occur  only  when  all 
other  methods  of  communi¬ 
cation  have '  broken  down 
as  they  theoretically  should 
not  in  a  system  as  perfect 
as  the  American  Demo¬ 
cracy. 

I  am  not  advocating  vio¬ 
lence  or  destruction  but 
the  right  of  any  groups  to 
1)  e'rist  on  the  American 
college  campus,  and  2) 
present  their  grievances 
under  the  BiH  of  Rights.

On  Sex  Education  Program 

Associated  Women  Students  has  secured  data  to  answer 
student  questions  following  a  sex  education  program  it  con¬ 
ducted  on  campus  Apr.  4. 

In  response  to  a  panel  discussion  held  after  a  film  was 
shown,  the  student  audience  was  dissatisfied  with  what  it 
considered  vague  answers  given  by  the  panel.  Members 
urged  that  sex  education  be  brought  out  into  the  open  and 
discussed  frankly,  but  when  a  student  wanted  to  know  the 
exact  number  of  cases  of  venereal  disease  reported  on  tliis 
campus,  he  was  told  that  such  information  was  confldential.  ' 

Students  insisted  they  want  to  know  tiie  facts.  Sensing 
this,  a  local  physician  who  participated'  on  the  panel, 
was  concerned  with  the  interest  shewn  by  the  students 
about  knowing  just  how-bad  the  problem  of  venereal  disease 
is  here.
